Mrs. Susie Steele Anderson, wife of 
Dr. E. C. Anderson, died at her home 
in this city Wednesday morning of 
typhoid fever. 

About two weeks ago Mrs. Ander- 
son and her husband were both taken 
HI with fever that developed into ty- 
phoid fever, and in the case of Mrs. 
Anderson complications arose from a 
heart trouble. Her condition grew 
worse from day to day and for several 
days before her death her life hung 
by a thread. Dr. Anderson is still 
quite ill but his condition is not con- : 
sidcred dangerous, though for a time 
ha grew worse frem the shock caused 
by his wife's death.

DEFY THE EXPERTS. 

Forg^rhs in England's Historical 
Museum at South Kensington. 
The question of forgeries whlob, 
disfigure our national collections, 
says the Contemporary Review, canv 
not pass unnotk-ed. I do not assert 
that the South Kensington museum 
contains more of them than are to 
be found in similar institutions on 
the continent though it probably 
does; for with such exquisite and 
beautiful skill are these objects now- 
adays forged or "faked" that the 
most practical expert may now and 
again be victimized by them almost 
without disgrace. So perfect has 
the art of the former become, and so 
fine aii artist the forger; so elabor- 
ate his plots and v conspiraciec. to 
catch even the wariest of directors 
and collectors, that often the only 
safety lies nowadays in .vrlttm 
guarantee and proved provenance 
from one reputable collection to an- 
other. I need not i efer to any even 
of the most notorious forgeries in 
South Kensington museum, for thai 
is obviously the duty of a property 
appointed committee of experts, 
which should at the earliest possible 
moment be constituted. I do no* 
agree with Sir J. C. Robinson's first 
proposal that such frauds should be 
destroyed out of all existence. 

I believe that a far better purpose 
would be served by branding them 
indeliblv as forgeries, and bringing 
them t, ,jther in a single room, to 
form an edifying forgery exhibition 
by themselves, with all particular 
as to the dealers from whom they 
were obtained, and the price which 
was paid for them. The educational 
value of such a collection would be 
considerable, and, as an objeot les- 
son, instructive in distinct ways to 
collector, student, forger and direc- 
tor; and only a lit tlo moral courage 
would be required to act on the sug* 
gestion. Moreover, the fine artiste 
who made them might be tLui dis- 
covered and encouraged in mote 
honorable work I At the same time, 
the revision of the museum labels 
should be proceeded with, and the 
numerous errors which at preaant 
lislead th e public remedie d.

I"» Firsi Rac-j^-iiio-i in th- U-ilver- 
ai'As, of Enjlincl. 

The advisability of introducing in- 
tp the univcrsitb? the study of 
modern Greek, l>oth as thi most 
widely used of mo lorn languages in 
Eastern Europe, Asia Minor, Syria 
and Egypt, and as accessory to tho 
more thorough comprehension of 
ancient Greek literature in to dif- 
ferent phases, has been mooted on 
several occasions during the last 
few years, but with indifferent suc- 
cess. The marquis of Bute has been 
known as ono of the most zealous 
and most consistent advocates 
the proposal It is now due to 
efforts and to his generosity that 
the University of St Andrews has 
just recognized modern Greek as a 
modern language in the arts curri- 
culum, and has decreed the appoint- 
ment of a lecturer, whose salary the 
marquis of Bute has undertaken to 
defray. Mr. A. N. Januaris has 
been appointed to tho post. Mr. 
Jauaari.s, who is a Cretan, was for 
some time Professeur Agrage. at tho 
Athens university, and is the author 
of several works, including an Eng 
lish Greek dictionary and .a historical 
Greok grammar. This appoint- 
ment Is tho first ofiicial recognition 
of Greek as a living tongue, and 
marks a memorable stage in univer- 
sity studies in Great Britain. — Lon- 
don Times.

LIGHT FOB TRAVELERS. 

How 

While Ameriea-s pride themselves 
oil the rapidity vlth which they rec- 
ognize and adopt improvements, 
England has, until lately, taken a 
certain amount of pride in it3 surly 
suspicion of novelties. This feeling, 
however, is now in a great measuro 
giving way to the realization of the 
necessity of being up to the times, 
and especially in electrical develop- 
ments. An evidence of this i3 seen 
in the new system of lighting by elec- 
tricity tho cars that run between 
London and Tilbury, the sailing port 
of many of the eastern lines of steam- 
ers. 

The system consisted in providing 
each car with a, small dyuamo, 
placed beneath it and worked direct- 
ly by a belt passing over the axle.

generated, and the opposite result 
would follow when tho traiu went 

This difficulty was overcome by an 
ingenious arrangement which se- 
cured a practically uniform velocity 
for the dynamo at whatever rate tho 
car was traveling. The trial was 
successful. Each compartment was 
iitted with two high-candle-power 
incandescent lamps, which give a 
clear, steady light, sufficient for all 
purposes.— Pittsburgh Dispatch.

In that year the bank 
began to issue notes for £10, l^tt it 
was not until 1793 that £!> notes 
were first issued. Pour years later, 
owing to the great demand f >rspeci • 
to carry on the war which followed 
the French revolution, the amount 
of bullion held by the bank was re- 
duced to but little more than £1,- 
000,000, and the crisis was consi: 
ered so grave that the king was re- 
quested to come from Windsor on a 
Sunday and assist at a privy council 
held at St. James' palace. An order 
in council was immediately issued 
stating that it was the unanimous 
opinion of the council that the di- 
rectors of the Bank of England 
should forbear to make any cash 
payments, and in order to accom- 
modate their clients the directors be- 
gan the issue of one and two pound 
notes, the order in council having 
been supplemented by a special act 
In 1817, having accumulated near- 
ly £12,000,000 of coin and bullion, the 
bank gave notice in the month of 
April that all notes of one and two 
pounds' value dated prior to 1816 
might be received In gold. In the 
September following a further 
tice was given that gold would bo 
paid for notes of overy descripti 
dated prior to 1817. The effect of 
these measures was to drain 
bank of a largo portion of its bu'li 
so that in August, 1819, not much 
more than £3,500,000 sterling re- 
mained in its coffers and an act w,i3 
hurried through parliament to re- 
strain the bank from acting any 
furthor in conformity with the no- 
tices mentioned. 

In the same year what is known 
as Peel's bill was passed, which pro- 
vided for the gradual return of cash 
payments, and on May 1, 1821, the 
bank resumed absolutely the pay- 
ment of their notes In specie. At 
this time, too, the issue of notes of a 
smaller denomination than five 
pounds practically ceased, while by 
a special act passed in 1829 it was 
by taw provided that from the 5th 
of April in that year five pounds 
should be the lowest sum for which

A FIELD TELEGRAPH. 

Workings of This Important Adjunct 
ofthe Brltlsh-Ashantl Expedition. 
Much valuable information on the 
working of field telegraphs in war 
operations is afforded in the report 
of the construction, maintenance 
and method of working of the tele- 
graph during the recent British- 
Ashanti expedition. The construc- 
tion party which left Cape Coast 
castle to run the line to Kumassi 
consisted of two officers, 16 non- 
commissioned officers and men and 
128 oativec. 

The mode of working was as fol- 
lows: Four natives, carrying a bar- 
row with drum of cable, marched in 
front, superintended by a noncom- 
missioned officer, and a sapper reel- 
ing-out cable. In the rear came a 
number of natives, carrying a 
furthor supply of cable (half-mile of 
cable per man), small stores, kite, 
accoutermonts, etc. Close to the 
paying-out drum was a native carry 
ing a portable vibrator, set so that 
communication couid be established 
at any time. In the rear came two 
or three natives, with a supervising 
sapper, who placed the cable out of 
barm's way. It was found that the 
cable xwld be laid as fast as tbe 
men could march. Tbe work of oon- 
s+rueting tbe regular line wao most 
arduous. Tbe road was but eight 
feet wide, very tortuous, sod 
bounded on either side by dense 
bush; tbe bush in places mot over- 
keed. Tbe large trees were covered 
with enormous creepers, which WW 
in tested with insects. 

Tbe officer, or noooommisaiooed

INTUItE WITH APACHES.

Anson Followay, who removed 
from Newark, N. J., last October, to 
begin life as a nut-farmer and cattle- 
man in the valley of the Q-lla, Ari- 
zona, gives a thrilling description of 
his adventure with some of the 
Apaches who, in December, 1895, 
escaped from the San Carlos reser- 
vation and went on the war-path. 

For nearly ten yean the remnants 
of this race have been confined on 
reservations, but occasionally some 
of them elude the soldiers who guard 
them and run wild across the ooun- 
try. Then, for a few furious days, 
they enjoy a carnival of blood and 
scalps till shot down by the pur- 
suing cavalry, or caught, court- 
martialed and hung. 

•he Followay family consisted of 
Anson, 20 years old, who tells what 
happened; an older brother, Wil- 
liam, who was a deaf-mute; their 
mother, Mrs. Wilma Followay, and 
little Rufus, a lad six years old. 

Anson was virtually the head of 
the household, and it was from his 
desire to gain more In life than ha 
could hope for as a sales man In 
Newark that the family had removed 



On the 3d of December the first 
load of the Fotlowaya' household 
property, including provisions, had 
been drawn from the railroad bo 
their new adobe boose, where they 
had already passed two nights.

He was leaving them behind; the 
horses, thoroughly frightened, ran 
at speed, the wagon slatting and 
bumtring over the rute and holes of 
the trail. 

Knowing that his only chuooo of 
escape lay in getting control of the 
horses and keeping them at a steady 
run, Anson clambered over the top 
of the swaying, bounding load, hear- 
ing, as he did so, above the rattle of 
the wagon the crack of the Apaches' 
carbines tiring at him; but the bul- 
lets missed their mark, and he 
reached the front of the wagon. 

Ho found the reins fallen down be- 
neath the horses and dragging there. 
Anson at once got over the dash- 
board, and with his feet on the pole, 
tried to work forward between the 
galloping horses far enough to reach 
the reins. While making this haz- 
ardous effort ho caught glimpses of 
little Rufe, still clinging manfully to 
the mane of the saddle-horse, which 
was running, dragging its long 
halter, at some distance ahead. 

With a span of galloping horses, 
Anson's attempt to get out on tht 
pole to their hames was a dangerous 
one, A bag of meal thrown for- 
ward off the load nearly crashed 
him, but a moment later he found 
himself fairly astride the off horse's 
back, holding to the tops of the 
hames. Ho thinks that the horses 
ran for half a mile or more while he 
was trying to got hold of the lines. 

At last he secured tho rein of the 
off horse; but that of the nigh horse, 
which was still dragging, somehow 
caught about the hub of the forward 
wagon wheel. Wound about the 
hub, It suddenly drew tightly on the 
nigh horse, nearly throw him down, 
and reined him off the trail. As 
Anson had gained no oontrol over 
the frightened beasts, they dashed 
on through brush and over stones 
for several hundred yards, when, 
coming to a narrow gully, team, 
load and rider went into it with a 
crash. 

Anson, still clinging to the horse, 
was thrown over Its head by the 
sudden stoppage, and fell with great 
force against the other bank of the 
gully.

FIBEJJAMP. 

Recent Inquiries on a Subject Im- 
portant to Mlnsrs. 
Two of the most important of the 
paper? read at the recent sitting of 
the British association woro those 
by Prof. Haldano and Prof. Clowes, 
in which they submitted the results 
of the investigations they have been 
simultaneously pursuing for the pur- 
pose of detecting and measuring the 
presence of carbon monoxide in the 
air. The matter is one of no little 
moment to the general public, inas- 
much as the insidious poisonous gas 
is liable to bo generated where ooal 
gas flames are used for heating and 
cooking. It, however, more particu- 
larly concerns the mining world, as 
carbonic oxide Is the product of ex- 
plosions of coal gas or fire damp, be- 
ing found in largest quantity after 
colliery explosions, when coal dust 
is mingled with the air, and plays a 
part In the explosion. The gas, 
however, is formed in several other 
ways in coal mines. It Is the prin- 
cipal gaseous product of tho firing 
of cheap gunpowder, known as blast- 
ing powder, and it seems to be in- 
variably formed during the burning 
of a coal seam. The difficulty with 
this oxide is that even whon it is 
present in dangerous proportions it 
is not detectable in the flame of a 
candle or of an alcohol or oil lamp, 
and long before its presence Is dem- 
onstrated It may have been ab- 
sorbed into the system to a fatal ox- 
tent Prof. Clowes' process of de- 
tection and measurement consists of 
a hydrogen test flamo. An ordinary 
lamp is provided with a hydrogen 
flame, the "cap" of which increases 
in height as the percentage of car- 
bonic oxide is augmented. Unfor- 
tunately, however, as carbonic oxide 
& rarely unaccompanied by inflam- 
mable gases, an essential defect 
would appear thereby to exist in 
this somewhat rough aod ready 
njethod.

moves, the greater are its chances of 
getting near to a fleet before dis- 
covery. The unusual rapidity of ad- 
vance also servos to disconcert the 
gunners of the fleet, and, by re 
ing the time by which the tor] 
boats may be under fire, ren 
the attack more likely to be success- 
ful. 

The advantages to be derive ! from 
the use of oil as fuel are many and 
noteworthy. In the first place, the 
weight of the fuel itself is an impor- 
tant matter, as every pound counts 
upon the speed of the little torpedo 
boat. It is also true that in case of 
a long voyage, the substitution of 
oil as fuel would make a decided 
difference in what is called the 
steaming radiu3. That is. the 
length of voyage a boat may take, 
using the firel on board until its 
supply is exhausted. It is calcu- 
lated that a vessel which may have 
a steaming radius of 1,000 miles 
with a certain bulk of coal .would 
have a steaming radiu3 of 2,000 
miles with an equal bulk of petro- 

There are also to be considered 
some other Important details. With 
the use of coal as fuel, there exists 
the necessity for the constant en 
ploymont of stokers on board of 
war vessel, in order that coal may 
be fed to the grates and ashes may 
be removed from time to time. All 
this, of course, means so many men, 
and a large amount of work con- 
stantly going on, even in a lit- 
tle torpedo boat, so long as that 
boat mnv bo in use. With the em- 
ployment of oil as fuel, however, the 
stoker is practically abolished, as 
the fuel is fed automatically to the 
grate by a spray, and there are no 
ashes to be handled. 

Briefly described the apparatus 
used by the naval experts 1 
recent tests consisted of an ordinary 
firebox over the grate bars, ot 
which wore laid grooved bricks, th< 
oil being propelled to these brick; 
by a fan-shaped spray. As the aii 
is constantly passing through the 
grooves of the bricks, and uniting 
with the burning oil on these bric ks, 
the latter become themselves heatod 
to a red heat, and the amount of 
heat directed upon the boilor be- 
comes reasonably constant and sub- 
ject to easy regulation. Compressed 
air is used for purposes of draught 
and for spraying tho oil. 

According to the report of the 
naval experts to Secretary Herbert, 
1 pound of oil was found to evapo- 
rate from 17 t) 20 pounds of water. 
This is about twice as good results 
as could be obtained from the 
coal. As regards speed, the 
iment seems to show an inert 
about five per cent, in tho rate of 
speed, although the conditions were 
not most favorable to tho us4 of oil, 
the boat having been built for coal- 
burning engines. Possibly with tho 
construction of a boat especially 
built for the use of oil as fuel for'the 
engines, a speed of about two knots 
per hour greater than that possible 
in the ordinary torpedo boat might 
be secured. —Boston Advertiser.

his garden. Owing to skillful ad- 
vertising and brilliant pictures it 
has had an unusual sale. Many who 
purchased it were led to believe that 
it would produce bouquets of 100 or 
more blossoms to a shoot the first 
season, and they were naturally dis- 
appointed when it did not bear a 
solitary flower. Crimson rambler is 
certainly a valuable introduction, 
but like all new plants of merit, it 
has been too highly lauded. With 
us it has proved perfectly hardy, 
and a temperature of ten degrees bo- 
low zero did not kill it back In the 
least last winter. Plants set out 
last year bloomed satisfactorily in 
June and have made excellent 
growth during the present season. 
Young plants set out in three-inch 
pots at the end of May now havo 
stout shoots from three to five feet 
in length and ought to do well next 
year. Last July I saw a splendid 
stock of this rose at the nurseries of 
the introducer, Mr. Charles Turner, 
of Slough, England. Two hedges of 
it five feet in height and of propor- 
tionate thickness were a magnificent 
sight. I counted shoots carrying 
from 150 to 250 flowers each, and 
this was in a dry season. Some 
growers in England havo found it 
makes an excellent climb r. At a 
large private place in one of the 
northern counties a wall 12 feet in 
height was for some distance cov- 
ered with it and it was blooming 
profusely. It makes a good com- 
panion for such old favorites as Wil- 
liam Allen Richardson, (Jloire do 
Dijon, Reine Marie Henrietta, Do- 
voniensis, Marechal Niel and La- 
marque. Tho capabilities of this 
rose as a pot plant were well demon- 
strated by the superb specimens 
shown by Mr. Jackson Dawson, of 
the Arnold arboretum, at the spring 
show of tho Massachusetts Horticul- 
tural society last March. One or 
two florists of my acquaintance have 
grown batches in pots and wiil 
endeavor to havo them in flower for 
next Easter.

LONGEST BASE LINE. 

The Mos: Stupendous Gsodelic Sur- 
vey Ever Undertak3n. 
The coast and geodetic survey 
just concluded its labors in tho field 
upon the most stupendous geodi 
survey ever undertaken in any co 
try, and which gives the United 
States the longest base lino u 
which to establish subsequent 
veys in existence in the world, 
is known as tho transcontinental 
arc, and.Iies along the 39th parulli 
of north latitude, extending from 
ocean to ocean. Its eastern end is 
at a point on the Atlantic ten miles 
south of Little Egg island light 
house, below Capo May, and its 
western end is six miles north of 
Punta Arenas lighthouse, on the 
Pacific, several miles above San 

According to the radius of the 
39th parallel as given by Bessel, the 
famous astronomer of Koenigsberg, 
Germany, who first calculated the 
diameter of the earth and measured 
the distance from tho earth to Gl 
Cygni, the nearest fixed star, the 
lenglh of the ar<

the radius of the same parallel as 
fixed by Sir Andrew Clarke, of Glas- 
gow university, tho error is 98i feet 
But Gen. Dufield, superintendent of 
the survey, declares that these 
variations from the heretofore estab- 
lished standards show error In thorn 
and not in tho calculation of his 
scientists. By the measurements 
made on the line, and which have 
been aggregated In the office at 
Washington, the arc, at sea level 
for tho entire distance — that is, fol- 
lowing tho curvature of the earth's 
surface— is 2,625.8 miles in length. 
The establishment of the radius of 
the 39th parallel from these meas- 
urements is a matter for further 
calculation. 

The valuo and vastness of tho 
work accomplished cannot be. in- 
telligently appreciated by tho un- 
scientific mind. It was inaugurated 
by the survey nearly, If not quite, 
half a contury ago. Progress upon 
it has been spasmodic, but some 
work has been done every ye *r since 
the beginning, it has cost tho gov- 
ernment about $1,000,000, but the 
expenditure is saifl by tho officials to 
bo fully justified by the Importance 
of the project Russia and China 
are the only other countries on the 
globe wherein a base line of any- 
thing like equal magnitude Is pos- 
sible, and In neither one Is It likely 
to be surveyed for many years. The 
longest base line heretofore surveyed 
was that In India, running north 
and south about 1,000 miles In 
length. European scientists have 
been greatly interested in the prog- 
ress of the American arc, and its 
completion will doubtless be the oc- 
casion of tho receipt by the coast 
and geodetie survey officials of many 
congratulations from abroad. —

Resolved, That the Farmers' Na- 
tional Congress urgently requests the 
incoming administration of the Na- 
tional Government to speed i'y adopt 
all practical methods to obtain the 
concurrence of a sufficient number of 
nations to secure international bi 
metallism with thejunlimited coinage 
of gold aud silver as equally money 
of ultimate redemption, and thereby 
to restore bimetallic prices for the 
world's commerce." 

Mr. Lawrence, chairman of the 
committee, said the committse with 
one exception, were of the opinion 
that the resolution expressed the 
opinion of a vast majority of the puo 
pie of the United States, and that the 
subject was a proper one.
